He says that the great ma- 
jority of women do not want to vote; if by 
that he means they don't care whether 
they do or not. hi? statement could prob- 
mbly appiv wiii: equal force to a large 
number of male electors. He th:ri!-:r 'i.rt 
Women's Clubs can accomplish e\"er%".'i:ng 
in the way of reform that may be desir- 
able without the aid of voting; why then, 
not take av.'av the vote froir. the men and 
let them wort ior reiorn. tnrough clubs 
:and societies^ rPerhaps Cardmal Ville- 
neuve thinks that might not be such a bad 
idea). The Cardinal says that women wïû 
be exposed to '"all the passions and adven- 
tures o; eioctorahsm."

THE EAGLES GATHER by Taylor Caldwell; 
Charles Scribner's Sons, New York, 1940; 
pp. 498; $2.75. 

By far the best single criterion of a novel- 
ist's merit is his ability to keep his readers to 
the very last word in his book, rather than 
lose them in the maze ol characters ar.d situa- 
tions which be attempts to recreiie. On the 
basis 0Î such a consideration it would appear 
that the writer who can record the various 
activities of the members of a large family 
is well on his way towards claiming for him- 
self the title of a good novelist. Such a man 
is Taylor Caldw-ell. His vivid picturizaiion of 
the various activities of the Barbour and Bou- 
chard clan IS a masterpiece of novel writing. 
As 8 sequel to his former best-seller, "Dynasty 
of Death", the present book takes iti place 
among the best that has been written on the 
£iri>ject of armaments manufacturers and their 
nefarious machinations. 

Tne Bouchards are a large family of 
wealthy American arms manufacturers. Their 
fortune was built up through tht unscrupulous 
double-dealings of their ancestors Erne^t Bar- 
bour and Jules Bouchard, and is being con- 
tinually augmented by the efforts of the vari- 
ous members of the family. They own a large 
number of companies in the United States and 
outside of them, and are intimately connected 
V. i'.r. ail ti.« inipoi'.ojj! arms nianufaclurers in 
fcuropt T(i.£ .siait ol affairs makes for a sys- 
'.on. of inVer.ocking directorates that invests 
the family with an enormous amount of power 
and gives it virtual control of certain phases 
of natlonaJ and inlernaliona) poliUtj. 

A nol-loo-slrciiuou£ effort juade by the 
author to conceal the identity of the various 
forms '.vhose dealings he unmasks,— this in the 
face of an assertion on the fly-leaf of "Dynasty 
of 13eath" that any «imilaniy Uj periOj... 
or dead is purely accidental. . . . Ti.f .,n-i.„ <,! 
international intrigue is very cleverly uncur- 
tained for the benefit of the reader and one 
is afforded a glimpse into the unccrupulous 
and universal character of the traffic in arms. 
This euperUtive degree of unscrupulousness 
precludes the pottibility of any man v/ilh a 
conscienct from c/er succctding in the firma- 
ment businesii. Taylor Caldwell has painted 
bold contrast to illustrate this contention. The 
competition and ferocity which Infest various 
branches of trade ,ln arms make it almost as 
elemental a way of living as that v/hich pre- 
vailed duj.ng the Stone Age, — if not more 
to. Of i.etessity the biggest rascal of lliem 
all is the one most likely to succeed. Even 
family relationships mean nothing to the 
men whose sole aim is the acquisition of money 
more money ni.d pt, jjet. Marrmget aie 
arranged and eontuinnr,aU;d wiili a view of 
gaining control of certain companies rather 
than as a means of spending ^ lifetime of 
happy marital bliss. 

The ramificitioiji uf the Bouchard family are 
very minui^ly outlined and the chararter of 
each mcn.ber depicted. Christopher, "the 
'white snake", Henri, the unscrupulous rsical, 
Celeste, the innocent yet stubborn heiress, 
Peter, the reformer v/ho hates hii. ov/n people 
because of their misdeeds, Adelaide, the weak 
old y/çman wjio k^'ikt Ûm vùi«usncs of the

t'm\ci."'ily I'll wlial .■.i-cm.'- In ho lii;. f.-i\iirilc 
.oibjpcf.' \Vc feel nithor stiongiy that criliciil 
works of this sort should bo road for their 
entertainment and infornuitlve values, nnd not 
with the idea in mind of living or dyins by 
the author'.^ o\oiy rcniiuU. Pnifrs.vnr Kiiitcli 
not only writes ripliRliKnlIy but is fpiitp nhln 
to fence with anyone wlio w.ints to fiRlil. hikI 
feeling certain that wc would find koiucoiic 
yelling "touché" l>eforc wo even got our nuisk 
on, we hope we shall be pardoned for only 
skimming the surface value of such a really 
excellent and cnRaging book. 

For rcafons which he gives in his opening 
chapter. Professor Krutch arbitrarily spts hi.s 
beginning of modern drama at 1018 in Wash- 
ington Square and in Provincetown. He 
traces with undcrsi.inding the influence of the 
European dramat:.<^t.s and wc found particular- 
ly élucidât. iiR his feeling that "Indeed these 
foreign masters ilbson and Shaw etc.) were 
beginning to be almost passe as literature with- 
out having exerted a very profound influence 
on the native .stage, and the fact had conse- 
quences not wholly unfortunate. By 1915 new 
thought was no longer so very new." He 
differentiates between the ' "play which «ex- 
ploits the emotional consequences of an atti- 
tude whose existence is taken for granted, and 
the play which undertakes to define or to win 
acceptance for the attitudes which alone can 
give its story the meaning which the author 
intended.— And most of the best American 
dramatists of the past two decades have dealt 
with the exploration of ideas rather than their 
propogation." 

From here it is an easy transition to his 
first chapter on the playwrights themselves— 
three realists, Lawrence Stallings ("What 
Price Glory"), Sidney Howard ("They Knew 
What They Wanted") and George Kelly 
("Craig's Wife," "Behold the Bridegroom"). He 
shows how each of these men in his own way 
was able for the first time in .American drama, 
to accept certain philosophical and moral pre- 
mises as already questionable and to show the 
consequences of emotions thrown into contact 
with them. The chapter on tragedy deals al- 
most exclusively with Eugene O'.Neill and par- 
ticularly with "Mourning Becomes Electra", 
the greatness of v.'hich he feels to be due to 
its reversion to classicism rather than its break 
with it. Under the heading of comedy, one 
finds a real potpourri of all the laughs which 
have drifted across Broadway in the last 
tv.'enty years, and '.'.Inle riole.^sor Krutch feels 
that S. N. Behrman has done the best work 
of this type (and this is where we really do 
disagree with him) he is certainly very fair 
in his estimates of the others whom he men- 
tions. The outilandiiig figure of Odot.-, appears 
in the chapter on soiiul rnlicism, and Maxwell 
Anderson not (,j,iy dominates but causes the 
chapter on Poetical drama. 

Taken as a whole it is a fair, entertaining, 
elucidating and at limci, rjiiile philosophical 
little volume, of inteiest to the novice in dra- 
matic affairs as well as to tlie most learned. The 
salient points are made well and wilh a piercing 
acquity, the plots of each play sufficiently dis- 
cussed to make the follo.'.iuK cniiiincnl intel- 
ligible, and the Olympjau Dlijccllvily of Pro- 
fessor Krutch is re.iHy oiiiie rare In belinld. 
11 is, in short, precisely the typo of book which 
people interested in a birds eye view of this 
theatrical era will read as readily twenty 
years hence as they do today, and even Iho 
auiiior li,in.sclf v.ill nol, v. c Icil li.ivc ,uiy 
ijLcdi-.ioii lo eat liii v/ijidù no nidltcr wlieu it 
IS reread.

That it did not come in 
a.s .sub.slanlial a manner a.^; expected 
was probably due in large measure 
to the determination of Norway and 
Sweden to preserve their neutrality. 
These two countries live in constant 
dread of provoking a Nazi attack, 
and have therefore been reluctant 
to permit a large number of "volun- 
teers" to pass through their terri- 
tory on their way to Finland. 
Sweden Mediator? 

A third possibility is that Sweden 
herself is trying to act as mediator 
because of her anxiety to end the 
conflict before she is involved. The 
chief desire of Stockholm is quite 
naturally to preserve a£ much as 
possible the status quo m the Scan- 
dinavian area by maintaining with 
Norway a neutrality which could 
permit friendly relations with the 
belligerent powers. This reminds 
one of the similar position of Rou- 
mania where oil is as vital to Ger- 
many as are the iron deposits of 
Sweden— and whose strategic posi- 
tion in the Balkans parallels in im- 
portance the position of the other 
country in Scandinavia. It Is ques- 
tionable whether both these coun- 
tries will long succeed in keeping 
the flames of war from their bord- 
ers; 

What is the attitude of Germany 
towards these "peace discussions'.'" 
Berlin is well aware that should an 

Allied E.xpcditionary force be al- 
lowed to pass llirough Norway oi' 
Sweden it would be tantamount to 
all of thCic countries forming alli- 
ance wilh each other — England 
could then establish air and na\ al 
bases in Scandinaia and thus easily 
cut off Germany's source of iron 
siipiilici sn vital to her.

Division 3. The universities of Onlnrio and Quebec. 

Division 1. The universities of the Maritime Provinces.
